A Great Institution 


During the last week of May some 
forty or fifty editors of Saskatchewan 
newspapers assembled at the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan for their fifth 
annual convention and second annual 
short course for editors. [For several 
days each year Saskatchewan editors 
thus live in a University atmosphere, 
not only holding their meetings with- 
in the college walls, but sleeping and 
eating in one of the student residence 
buildings and having placed at their 
disposal all the facilities of this in- 
stitution of higher education, 

What this means to the newspaper 
men it would be difficult to over-es- 
timate, and that the editors appreciate 
the opportunities thus afforded them 
was demonstrated by an attendance 
this two and one-half times 
larger than a year ago. The assis- 
tance and encouragement thus given 
the press of Saskatchewan by the 
provincial university is. bound to have 
a markedly beneficial effect as the 
years pass in the raising of the stand- 
ard of journalism in the west. 

Reciprocal benefits must likewise 
unquestionably accrue to the Univers- 
ity by reason of the closer relation- 
ship and understanding of the press 
toward that institution, By being 
brought into close personal touch 
with the University and learning of | 
and studying the many-sided activi- | 
ties of that institution, the editors | 
are coming to more fully appreciate 
the really wonderful work it is carry- 
ing on and directing in the interests 
of the people, and they will not be 
backward in bringing to the attention 
of the people the advantages to be 
obtained through a loyal support of 
the University.

In the course of a brief address to 
the editors, preliminary to an inspec- 
tion of the University plant and 
equipment, Dean Rutherford of the 
College of Agriculture, quoted some 
striking figures as indicating what the 
education of farmers’ sons means to 
them and to the country in actual 
dollars and cents, apart from the de- 
cided advantages in other ways which 
the educated man possesses over the 
uneducated. He stated that as the 
result of comprehensive surveys made 
in a number of States to the south it 
had been ascertained that, among far- 
mers possessing equal means in the 
way of land, farm equipment and cap- 
ital, the man with an education made 
a greater success than the man lack- 
ing such equipmetet. 

Of farmers with equal opportunities | 


in every respect, except in the matter 
of the folldwing facts! 
were established: 

Those who attended the 
school had a labor income for them- | 
selves of $318.00 per annum, 


education, 


common 


Those who attended high school 
had a labor income of $620.00 
Those who had attended college 


had a labor income of $851.00, 
A somewhat similar survey of Dun- 
das County, Ontario, had revealed the 


fact that out of 100 farmers surveyed, 
98 percentshad no education except 
that obtained in the elementary 
school, notwithstanding the fact that 
there were four high schools in the 
county, thus demonstrating the °re- 
grettable fact that the boys who at- 
tended high school had nét gone back 
to the farms. 

Why is it that the college educated 
boy makes such a greater success of 
farming than the one who lacks such 
training was revealed to the editors as 
they made their tour of inspection of 
the University. On one part of the 
University farm extensive experi- 
ments were being carried on to de- 
monstrate the value of crop rotation, 
and the best crops to follow cach 
other, Other experiments had 
their object the ascertaining of the 
best methods to prevent the blowing 
away of the soil, which is the cause 
of heavy losses annually when high 
Elsewhere de- 


as 


prairie winds prevail. 
monstrations were carri¢d on to show 
the best type of horses, cattle, sheep 
and swine to breed in this country, 
and the nature of the crops which 
should be grown in comhection with 
these types. In the well equipped 
farm mechanics building almost every 
type of tractor and other classes of 
farm machinery were in evidence 
where the students were trained in 
the handling and repair of machinery 
with a view to securing maximum re- 
sults from their use. Lastly, through 


the agency of the Better Farming 
Train, which was standing on the 
university grounds preparatory to 


starting out on its tour of the prov- 
ince, there was revealed the practical 
common-sense manner in which the 
university is carrying to the people 
far and wide the lessons learned as a 
result of the research work 
on at the university, 

The University of Saskatchewan is 


unique among institutions af its kind, 


that it embraces within the scope of 
its activities, not merely the arts and 
sciences, but everything that closely 
touches the lives and businesses of 
all classes of people, -paying particu- 
lar attention S@ee primary industry 
of the west, agriculture, whereas in 
most provinces and states agricultural 
instruction is quite separate and dis- 
tinct from the universities, 

The site of the University of Sas- 
katchewan, consisting of 1,600 acres, 
is beautifully located on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan River, overlook- 
ing the city of Saskatoon, The mag- 


nificent buildings are built of native |

Getting a Corner on B. C, Salmon 
Fisheries According to 
‘ Statement 

That the Japanese fishermen are 
gaining much too strong a hold on 
the salmon fishing industry in British 
Columbia was the statement made by 
Lieut.-Col, Peck, V.C., to the parlia- 
mentary committee on pensions and 
re-establishment, Last year there 
were 2,277 Japanese licenses as ag- 
ainst 417 native-born Canadians. The 
Japanese “jiggled” their naturaliza- 
tion papers back and forth and so 
overcame the law which required nat- 
uralization before a license could be 
issued, Col. Peck declared that 50,000 
more returned men had gone to Bri- 
tish Columbia than the total number 
which were overseas from that prov- 
ince, 

William Foran, secretary of the 
civil service commission, said that of | 
60,000 civil servants, 25,456 were sl 
turned men, but only 7,609 were per- 
manent, 

The commission had recommended 
after the armistice that no further 
appointments be made permanent un- 
til all Canada‘s soldiers were home.

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Agricultural Industry 
Must be Encouraged 
Says Dr. Robertson 


Dr, J. W. Robertson, C.M.G., has 
recently returned to Ottawa from a 
tour of the Dominion, on which he 
was sent by the government in or- 
der to place before the people of the 
country the psesent economic condi- 
tions and the great need there is for 
carefulness and economy, 


Dr. Robertson, who speaks with 
authority, having but recently return- 
ed from overseas where he went to 
investigate after-war food problems, 
was recently interviewed in regard to 
his dominion-wide tour, He remark- 


ed that people were impatient of ex-| 


planations of present conditions; 
what they wanted was an immediate 
remedy, but the consequences of four 
years of losses occasioned by the war 
and the destruction and waste could 
not be remedied in a_ twinkling. 
There was little use in looking for an 
immediate remedy for the present 
high cost of living owing to the fact 
that the world’s production “of food- 
stuffs was not nearly equal to the 
demand. There was great need for 
increased production before any de- 
cline in prices could be looked for. 
Farmers would continue to receive 
high prices for their products for 


, the next two years, 


Dr. Robertson contended that 
world conditions would have to be 
taken into consideration when the 


broad question of food supplies was 
being considered, and the policies of 
Europe would have much to do for 
at least the next two years with 
what was likely to happen to Can- 
ada’s wheat crops, The allied gov- 
ernments had guaranteed minimum 
prices, the-conclusion being that they 
wished td encourage in every possible 
way the industry of agriculture. 

Speaking of retrenchment, Dr. 
Robertson said he thought it would 
be a great mistake to economize in 
regard to education or agriculture; 
on both these questions the govern- 
ment must spend generously and 
courageously, adding that “as to the 
individual as well as the nation there 
is only one safe course to follow, to 
work diligently with intelligence, to 
live economically anid to waste noth- 
ing.” 

Regarding Canada’s financial posi- 
tion, Dr. Robertson said that to en- 
able the country to maintain its sta- 
ble conditions of prosperity and to 
pay her debts, they must rely on the 
improvement of agriculture and- the 
further development of hker~=natural 
resources and industries, Further 
than that, in order to hold her place; 
in the world’s markets her people 
would have to be well informed, as 
well trained and as well organized as 
others.

Anyone who has cver been bogged 
in a miry country road, or had his 
wagon or car jolted ruinously over 
the hard prairie gumbo will look with 
interest to the proceedings. of the 
Canadian Good Roads Convention, 
which opened in Winnipeg, The 
building and improvement of roads is 
the barometer of the social progress 
being made my communities, and the 
rapid developments of Western Can- 
adian rural areas is shown by the 
ever increasing mileage ‘of roads 
which is being brought under the su- 
pervision of “Good Roads” organiza- 
tions and the provincial governments, 
In Manitoba, despite various draw- 
backs, twice the amount of road work 
was done under the Good Roads Act 
in 1919 over that of 1918, The mile- 
age of earth roads improved was over 
411, and 143 miles of road were grav- 
elled. The report of the Manitoba 
Good Roads Association for 1919 
states that “the total mileage of. roads 
authorized under the Good Roads Act 
to be improved since its inception is 
5,029, at an estimated cost of $11,649,- 
280, and the number of bridges 298, 
at an estimated cost of $769,223, mak- 
ing a grand total of $12,418,504. In 
addition to the foregoing, 1,781 miles 
of road have been systematically 
maintained by the drag, to which the 
government contributed $3.25 per 
pile. The provincial dragging com- 
petition was successfully carried on, 
13 municipalities entering this com- 
petition, under which were kept 764 
miles of road.” 

While less interested in the techni- 
cal side of roads the general public 
has a very real interest in the exten- 
sion of good roads from social and 
economic considerations, There is a 
direct connection between the condi- 
tion of rural roads and the cost of 
living. It has been said that in coun- 
tries where good roads are thie rule, 
the average cost of hauling per ton 
milé is 8 to 12 cents, whereas in Man- 
itoba it is not a cent less than 25 
cents per ton mile,” This estimate 
was some years ago, but it throws a 
light on the connection between food 
prices and the condition of the roads, 
which would still be of interest. 

From the social aspect roads have 
the most important bearing possible 
on the successful development of 
community life, The good road not 
only enables the farmer to haul his 
produce to the railway with the min- 
imum expenditure of time and energy, 
but it-enables the farming communi- 
ties to form into social groups. It 
Is only necessary to think of the dis- 
tricts where “bad roads” are the pre- 
vailing condition to realize how they 
Isolate the settlers from each other 
and make the life of the farmers and 
their wives and families considerably 
more monotonous than human beings 
should be expected to suffer—Man!- 
toba Free Press.

Aeroplane Was Equipped With Wire-} 


less Telephonic Installation 


Major-General Sir F. K. Sykes, 
K.B.E., K.C.B., C.M.G., Controller- 
General of Civil Aviation, recently 
flew to Paris by aeroplane in order 
to consult with the French civil avia- 
tion authorities, travelling by the 
ordnary daily Airco machine together 
with two of his staff. The aeroplane 
used was equipped with a wircless 
telephonic installation fitted by the 
Marconi Company, and the opporttin- 
ity was taken to carry out experi- 
ments in wireless telephonic commu- 
nication with aeroplanes en route on 
both sides of the Channel, 

The arrival of the party at Le 
Bourget Acrodrome, Paris, was noti- 
fied to the air ministry by wireless. 
During the passage good telephonic 
communication was kept up with

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Europe and the 
Drink Question 


Many Eropean Countries Are Edging 
Towards Prohibition 


In an issue of the Merning Alber- 
tan, of Calgary, Alberta,' appears an 
interview with W, E. Johnston, in 
which the well-known temperance ad- 
vocate gives his views on the prohi- 
bition question in Europe. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Johnson 
in part spoke as follows: “I have just 
received a cable from the Republic of 
Esthonia,” he said, “saying that the 
people are shortly to have a national 
election on prohibition and the meas- 
ure will probably carry. 

“Finland is the first European 
country to go dry by vote of it's par- 
liament. Norway has voted for the 
prohibition of all liquors containing 
over 12 percent spirits. In’ other 
words, it is on a light wine and beer 
basis. Sweden, except in the large 
cities, is also dry as regards spirits. 
Denmark’s magistrates have the pow- 
er to refuse licenses for drinking 
places. Asa result over 200 parishes 

In France the 
jens Anti-Alcohol League is active 
and 60 members of parliament are 
dry as to spirits, In Italy the other 
day Premier Nitti astonished parlia- 
ment by announcing his purpose to

“Thete are as yet, no very potent

The Original Clocks 


Sand Glass Used in Rome Many Cen- 
turies Ago 

Housewives in these days very 
commonly use sand glasses of the 
familiar hour-glass pattern for tim- 
ing boiled eggs. They are employed 
for the same purposes in many res- 
taurants and hotel kitchens, 

The contrivance is, of course, quite 
ancient, dating back to the middle 
ages, In much later times, and not 
so very long ago, it was utilized for 
timing prayers and sermons, Even 
nowadays there is an occasional old- 
fashioned church that keeps a “pray- 
er-glass” on the pulpit. 

As oné might imagine, such glasses 
were not beyond criticism in point of 
accuracy. Four of them were care- 
fully tested recently by the writer. 
One, supposed to mark an even hour, 
took sixty-seven minutes to run out— 
a serious error for the congregation 
if the sermon was dry. Another for 
three-quarters of an hour, registered 
only 42 minutes, The remaining two 
were, respectively, undertimed and 
overtimed two minutes, 

The sand glass, in European coun- 

tries, replaced the yet more antiquat- 
ed “time candle,” which was marked 
off in sections of an hour, As a time- 
keeper, the candle is exceedingly an- 
cient; it was so employed in Rome 
before Christ was born, and very like- 
{ly by the Egyptians and Babylonians 
in much-earlier days. Courting by 
length of candle was an old-fashioned 
custom in England. 
_ An equivalent method of time- 
keeping is even now practised by the 
Chinese, who employ, instead of a 
candle, a length of joss stick—the 
same thing that small boys use as 
“punk” for setting off fire-crackers, 
It is made of sawdust, mixed with a 
‘little glue and rolled into cylinders 
of a measured diameter. Such a stick 
two feet long, and marked for the 
hours, lasts half a day, being con- 
sumed slowly without flame, 


Messengers in China, having but 
short periods to sleep, make sure of 


waking by placing a lighted picce of 
joss-stick between their toes, This 
acts most effectively at the proper 
moment. Doubtless it was the first 
and original alarm clock,

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Silos For 
Sunflowers 


Sunflowers For Silage Prove to be 
Unqualified Success 

A company has been formed, with 
headquarters at Prince Albert, Sask., 
for the construction of silos. From 
the name of the company—the Sun- 
flower Silage Company—it can be in- 
ferred that farmers in the district are 
greatly interested in this crop and it 
is believed that there will be a great 
impetus to the production in North- 
ern Saskatchewan of what is prov- 
ing to be one of the most prolific 
fodder plants known, 

The Prince Albert district is am- 
ong the first to put into practical 
use. the results which have been 
learned on the experimental farms of 
western Canada and the United States 
with reference to the growing of sun- 
flowers for ensilage purposes, The 
use of ensilage in the corn belt is 
well known and has without doubt 
contributed largely to the great pros- 
perity and the high prices of lands 
which exist today. The more nor- 
therly regions of Montana, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta have long felt the 
necessity for some cheap green win- 
ter fodder, and it has been with this 
object in view that the experimental 
‘stations at Bozeman, Montana, Sas- 
katoon, Edmonton and the Cenadian 
Pacific railway lands department at 
Strathmore, Alberta, have been carry- 
ing on experiments and feeding tests 
with sunflower silage. 

The growing of sunflowtrs for this 
purpose has proved an_ unqualified 
success, the yield of sunifowers great- 
ly exceeding the tonnage of corn, In 
1919, at Strathmore, Alberta, the sun- 
flower crop made a growth of foun 
teen feet and yielded 34.6 tons to the 
acre, in comparison with 14 tons of 
corn, and 7 tons of peas and oats, all 
grown under the same conditions. Re- 
ports from Montana give yields with} 
an average rainfall from 20 to 30 tons 
per acre, Last winter at Scott, Sask. 
the ration showed a profit of about 
$10 per head more than those fed un- 


der similar conditions without sun- 
flower silage. 

In the Prince Albert districf a 
number of prominent farmers have 


already received seed for putting in 
a sunflower crop this year. Among 
them being J. M. Paul, of /Mac- 
dowall; Mr. Swaby, of Colleston; the 
Hawkins Dairy Company; Mr. Nu- 
gent, of Steep Creck; M. R. Cowell 
and the Boyd Ranch of Red. Deer 
Hill, As the growing of this hardy 
forage plant bids fair to place the 
stock industry of the north on a soun- 
der basis, as well as being insurance 
against feed shortage, it is expected 
that the farmers of this province will 
be quick to.accept and utilize the val- 
uable knowledge of this crop. 


In Darkest Egypt 


Position of the Women in Egypt Is 
; Now Serfdom 

Mr, G. N. Barnes, M.P., addressing 
the Browning Settlement Brother- 
hood on his recent tour in Egypt and 
Palestine, said that the treatment of 
women in Egypt was the darkest 
phase of life in that country, The 
men of Egypt thought themselves 
the lords of creation, 

“In many houses,” Mr, Barnes con- 
tinued, “I never saw a woman and 
you can take it from me that the 
position of the woinen in Egypt -is 
absolutely one of serfdom, and de- 
pendence, They spend their lives in 
miserable hovels; in working in the 
adjoining fields, or in getting weter, 
They are the serfs of the men, and 
as much beasts of burden as the don- 
key and the camel, A people which 
uses women folk in that way is des- 


tined to be a subject race, and does) 


not deserve to govern, 

The men who voiced the national 
movement were of the Effendi, or the 
lower middle class, and the movement 
had not the remotest hold upon the 
general public. If Egypt was to oc- 
cupy a better status in the world edu- 
cation must be extended to the whole 
of its people. 

Referring to Palestine, Mr. Barnes 
said his impression after visiting the 
country was that it would be to the 
benefit of everybody if the Jews were 
allowed to go back to that land, but 
it must be done without force and 
without in any way injuring the sus- 
ceptibilities of the Arabs.

| Work Done by Women 
On the Farm Has Not 


Some curious discoverles are being 
made as a result of the new place 
women are taking in the world of 
business and politics; one of the most 
amazing being the fact that the cen- 
sus enumerators of the United States 
designate farm women as having no 
occupation, 

This matter is ably discussed in the 
North American, of Philadelphia, and 
which says, in part: “The farmers’ 
wife is a human foctor ofthe highest 
importance to the nation. In addi- 
tion to the work she does, she bears 
more than ‘half the children which 
keeps the world supplicd with men 
and women. And she performs this 
sérvice under conditions which, in 
many instances, should be changed by 
law if there is no other way to bring 
people to their senses. She works 
from daylight to dark without the 
thought of pay. She cooks, scrubs, 
washes, irons, sweeps, sews, helps to 
plant and harvest, cans and preserves, 
cares for her own and her neighbors 
sick and never has time for rest or 
recreation. She is the unpaid servant 
of the nation, Yet no one has ever 
thought of her in terms of cash. She 
has no salary, no definite income, no 
fixed allowance by either written or 
unwritten law. She works from the 
day she marries to the day she dics; 
often without a realization in dollars, 
and cents a single dream of her life. 
All this she does for the sake of get- 
ting things done and as she goes to 
bed at night assured of just one 
thing—that it all must be done over 
again tomorrow. What she cooked 
today is eaten by night. What she 
washed and ironed is ready for the 
tubs again by the end of the week.” 

Mrs, Phoebe V. Warner, in a re- 
cent issue of the “Banker-Farmer” 
says: “I asked a young man to sit 
down some night with his mother and 
place a financial estimate on the work 
she had done during the thirty years 
of her married life and then compare 
it with the present value of real’ es- 
tate. There have been eight children 
in the home and I have never known 
the mother to have any help except 
the children. In a few days I receiv- 
ed this report, which roughly estimat- 
ed I find to be the record of 30 years 
of mother’s work:

“I tried the same test in a home 
where there were six children and 
the mother had been married twenty 
years;.with the result that the work 
of the mother and children totalled 
$32,425. The value of the farm is now

“I tried this test in another home 
where the mother had died and left 
a family of twelve members to be 
cared for by an eighteen year old 
daughter and I found that the work 
this daughter and the other children 
did amounted to $2,540 annually. 

“Of course the financial basis for 
this calculation seem absurdly in- 
adequate in these times of inflated 
values. Eggs at 15 cents per dozen; 
butter at 20 cents per pound; milk 
at 10 cents per gallon; pies at ten 
cents each and sweeping, scrubbing 
and washing at 10 cents per hour 
read like a fairy tale, 

“If the farm women of America 
can pile up cash values equally the 
total land valuation of our country, 
while engaged in “no occupation,” 
think what they might do for us and 
others if given a fair chance to oc- 
cupy themselves at something better 
than ignored drudges; if counted, as 
they should be, amongst the great 
producers of the best kind of wealth.”

Not for Disarmament 


The Simple Way of Guaranteeing 
Peace of the World 

At the Cramp yard, Philadelphia, 
says Chas M. Schwab, the United 
States is building the biggest warship 
on record—a monster battle cruiser 
1,000 feet long, 104 feet beam, and of 
60,000 tons displacement. Twelve 16- 
inch guns will constitute its ‘main 
batteries, and its speed will be greater 
by ten miles ‘an hour than that of the 
Lusitania, The construction will cost 
$50,000,000. Mr. Schwab looks for- 
ward to the building of a flotilla of 
such vessels. 

And the words in which he predicts 
and justifies more numerous and 
huger battleships have an ominious 
familiar ring. We have heard them 
before; we have heard them, if our 
memories fail not, long before the 
war. They were dinned into us for 
decades, until we had them by heart, 
and knew the exact order in which 
the phrases and arguments would fall. 
“The pbuilding of enough of these 
ships,” says Mr. Schwab, “will be a 
simple way of maintaining peace with 
the world, Not that the fighting men 
desire peace, but because of the fact 
that when we have such a formidable 
array of power it is not likely that 
any- country will take upon itself to 
encroach upon our rights. These new 
ships will be no more powerful and 
speedy than they should be for the 
protection of the great United States 
of America,” 

So the war was a dream; it never 
happened, The huge armaments of 
Europe prevented it. England, 
France, Russia and Germany, all pre- 
pared for hostilities, were naturally 
afraid to start anything, or we cer- 
tainly should have seen some fighting 
in 1914 and later. But Iet Mr. Schwab 
take a look at Europe and tell us why 
things are as they are on that unhap- 
py continent. Let him tell us, too, 
after looking into conditions, whether 
it seems to him more necessary to 
put our superfluous effort into rehab- 
ilitating the crushed and shattered 
systems of our ncighbors or to get 
ready for war against them. Surely 
there are some forms of silliness we 
have earned the right to forget.—New 


York Globe.

| Large Shipments of Alberta Wheat 
And Oats Go To The 
United States 

Wheat valued at more than one 
million dollars has been shipped from 
the province of Alberta to the United 
‘States and chiefly to the state of 
Montana from January 1, to April 30, 
1920, states S. C. Reat, United States 
consul at Calgary, Alberta. During 
the same period more than one mil- 
lion bushels of oats were also shipped 
across the line, 

Most ofthe wheat was shipped 
across during January and February 
and the highest price paid was $3.25 
a bushel, while the average was $3.06. 
Oats averaged 60 cents a bushel and 
or one shipment $1.05 was paid. The 
large shipments of wheat during the 
first part of the year were caused by 
the lifting of the embargo on wheat 
in the United States on December 15 
The demand for oats, especially in 
Montana, created a good price, and 
that, together with the exchange 8it- 
uation, were big factors in increased 
shipments of oats. 


During the first four months of the 
year, a total of 374,430 bushels of 
wheat, valued at $1,157,562.82 were 
shipped into the United States from 
Alberta, as compared with 30,985 
bushels valued at $76,040.81 during 
the last quarter of 1919, The fact 
that the embargo was not lifted until 
December 15 must be taken into con- 
sideration in comparing the two per- 
iods, A total of 1,131,090 bushels of 
oats valued at $674,319.53 were ship- 
ped out during the first quarter of 
this year, as compared with 77,985 


bushels, valued at $58,210.99 for the 
last four months of 1919,

Néw York Financial Houscs Invest- 
igate Lethbridge Irrigation 
Project — 
Investigation of the Lethbridge 
Northern Irrigation Project by two 
New York financial houses of high 
standing, will be undertaken in the 
immediate future with a view to pur- 
chasing the bonds of the irrigation 
district, it was asserted by L. M.

Alfalfa Cultivaters 


Proper Methods to Follow in Order 
“To Ensure Success 

Alfalfa may be sown with a nurse 
crop in parts with a good rainfall if 
the seeding down is done on land that 
is not more than one crop from hav- 
ing been summerfallowed. A light 
seeding of about a bushel of barley 
or a bushel and a peck of oats per 
acre is heavy enough seeding for a 
nurse crop, In the drier sections of 
the provinces and on land that has 
not been stummerfallowed recently in 
the wetter sections, seeding without 
a nurse crop will give much better 
results. When seeding with a nurse 
crop the alfalfa should be sown at 
the same time as the nurse crop. 
When sceding alfalfa alone, the land, 
if in summerfallow or hoed crop the 
previous year, should be top worked 
until about the first of June and may 
then be seeded, Stubble should be 
fall plowed and top, worked in the 
spring until June and then seeded. 
Fifteen pounds per acre is the usual 
rate of seeding. 

Northern grown alfalfa seed of the 
Grimm, Turkestan or Baltic varieties 
must be used, Grimm being hardier 
than either of the other two. Before 
sowing the land or the sced must be 
inoculated with alfalfa nitro culture 
unless the land has grown alfalfa or 
sweet cfover previously. Of the two 
methods, inoculation of the seed is 
usually easier, and gives good results. 
If these two precautions are taken, 
the first steps necessary to success 
are assured.—N.D. McKenzie, Supt.

Bee Culture is 
Profitable in Alberta 


Edmonton Apiarist Proves That Bee- 
Keeping is Profitable 

Bees have proved themselves not 
only adaptable to the climate of 
Western Canada, but very profitable 
to raise as a side line, and as an 
example of this, the experience of Mr. 
William Wensel, of Edmonton,’ may 
be given. Mr. Wensel has been keep- 
ing bees for the last six years, The 
returns he has obtained from them go 
to show that they can be reared 
economically, and that the honey pro- 
duced is fully equal to any of the im- 
ported varicty. 

Mr. Wensel started with a founda- 
tion swarm of mixed bees. By using 
only well bred queens, which he im- 

| ported from Tennessee, he managed, 
| within a few years to so improve his 
swarm that he had an almost pure 
strain of Italian bees. He keeps from 
ten to fifteen hives of bees, disposing 
of the increase in the spring or fall. 

From the standpoint of profit and 
prolificness, bees can hardly be equal- 
led by any other member of the ani- 
mal or insect family producing food 
for human consumption. In the 
spring of 1918 Mr. Wensel had nine 
hives, three of which- were if very 
poor condition. During the summer 
the nine hives increased to 21, and 
honey produced, less the amount left 
for winter feed, was eight hundred 
and twenty-seven pounds, The hon- 
ey sells at from 35 to 40 cents per 
pound, In 1918 the record of pro- 
duction from the apiary was 100 Ibs. 
per hive, or, at 40 cents per pound, 

$40 worth of honey per hive. 

Bees require very little attention 
in Western Canada, With a clover 
or alfalfa field in the neighborhood 
and supplied with sufficient comb and 
suitable hives, they will practically 
look after themselves for the whole 
summer. In the fall the hives con- 
taining the bees are either stored in 
a cellar or left out in the open. If 
the bees are left outside, a box large 
enough to cover the hive and leave a 
space of about four inches on all 
sides is put over the hive, and the 
space filled with chaff. An opening, 
however, is always provided, It has 
been found that when the hive is 
plugged up the bees will come to 
where the opening is and work until 
| they die in their attempt to get out. 
On the other hand, when there is an 
opening they never go out unless on 
very bright sunny days. 

Mr. Wensel’s experience gocs to 
show that it is better to winter the 
bees outside, They are not only 
more active and start to work earlier 
in the spring, but seem to be in far 
| better health. However, if the bees 
are kept in a cellar over the winter 
it has been found best to take them 
ouf-about April first. 

Bees come out and are ready to 
start their season’s work as soon as 
the warm weather begins. The hives 
are then cleaned out and the frames 
and comb put into place, From then 
on they require no attention until 
they start to swarm towards the end 
of May or the beginning of June. 
Between this swarm of the season, 
if put in a hive of its own, may hatch 
oug a second swarm. One season 
ote of Mr. Wensel’s swarms that 
were hatched in June produced 99 
pounds of honey the same season. 

It is the practice to take out some 
| honey and put ona super with a 
queen excluded to induce honey pro- 
| duction about the end of July, In 
September, all except 35 or 40 pounds 
of honey, which is left as winter feed, 
is taken out and the hives prepared 
for winter,
